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Records of the Nevr Jersey State Penitentiary, 
Trenton, New Jersey, show BOIARDO, SR, finished the 
third grade of grammar school and attended night-school 
in Chicago, Illinois, for four years. He held numerous 
jobs around Newark, New Jersey, datihgback to 1917, and 
he was a mason by trade prior to his rise to prominence 
in the criminal world. 

BOIARDO resided at 240 Broad Street, Newark, 
New Jersey, prior to 1930, and from the early 1930s 
until about 1946 he resided at 35 Newark Street, Newark

CRIMINAL ACTIVITIES 




In 1925, when BOIARDO first came into prominence 
as a racketeer, he was associated with a gang headed by 
FRANK MAZZOCCHI , who were known bootleggers. 
Another brother, DOMINICK MAZZOCCHI, was also associated 
with them in a small capacity, BOIARDO operated for 
them with other persons from the First Ward of Newark. 

At this time, the MAZZOCCHI mob operated stills in the 
First Ward of Newark and throughout the State of New 
Jersey, all of whic h we re ma na ged by BOIARDO. , . H e was 
assisted by the following persons who were ail^members 
of the MAZZOCCHI mob:

The above mob continued in this activity until 
about 1928 when the mob split and BOIARDO proceeded to 
operate independently. As a result of the split, there 
were two separate mobs in the First Ward of Newark, 
comprised as follows:

Sometime later, BOIARDO and the MAZZOCCHI 
brothers became bitter enemies because of their illicit 
alcohol business. In 1930, FRANK MAZZOCCHI vras killed 
by machine gun fire in Newark, New Jersey, and members 
of the BOIARDO mob were questioned relative to this 
murder. Sometime later, JOSEPH ROSSI, a member of the 
MAZZOC CHI mob, was also shot to death in Newark. JOHN 
RUSSO both members of the BOIARDO mob, j 

were found responsible for this murder and RUSSO was 
sentenced to thirty,

BOIARDO 's gang continued to operate stills and 
was engaged in the hijacking of illicit. liquor trucks, 
some being the property of ABNER "LONG IE" ZffILLMAN, leader 
of the Third Ward mob of Newark. ZWILLMAN and BOIARDO 
became bitter enemies and interfered with each other’s 
operations to such an extent that a meeting was arranged 
at the Robert Treat Hotel, Newark, New Jersey, to settle 
their differences. This meeting was attended by BOIARDO, 
ZWILLMAN, AL CAPONE, from Chicago, Illinois, and a labor 
leader, identity unknown, but nothing came out of this 
meeting. Another "Peace Meeting" was ari-anged between 
the two, which was successful, and to celebrate this 
settlement of differences a "Peace" banquet was staged in 
the First Ward by BOIARDO for a period of three days, 
concerning whichhs received notoriety in the newspapers. 

At this banquet was United States Congressman PAUL A. 
MOORE, now deceased, who had his picture taken with 
BOIARDO, for which he was criticized by the newspapers 
in the City of Newark and was defeated for re-election. 

About this time, 1930, BOIARDO 's mob extended 
its operations into Passaic County, New Jersey, where they 
began to annoy the Garfield Express Company, Passaic, 

New Jersey, by hijacking some of its trucks. This 
company was later bought into by LOUIS BUCHALTER and 
JACOB SHAPIRO. The hijackings of the trucks of the 
Garfield Express Company by the BOIARDO mob 
brought on a misuderstanding between BOIARDO and 
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WILLIE MORETTI, who at that time controlled the rackets 
in Passaic and Bergen Counties. 

One night in 1930, BOIARDO was being driven to 
his residence by JOSEPH JBLIANO, with ali^s Joe Casey, 
and as he got out of the car he was shot by a shotgun 
fired from a house across the street. He was removed 
to the City Hospital and searched, at which time a 
revolver was found in his possession. He r^oained in the 
hospital for some time, after which he was arrested on 
December 4, 1930, for carrying concealed weapons. He 
was tried, found guilty, and received a two and one-half 
years sentence in the New Jersey State Penitentiary, 

Trenton , . New Jersey, and _f inedi.$l ,_OOlO , It wa s r umored 

at the time of the above shooting that had been 

shot by members of the WILLIE MORETTI mob, operating in 
Passaic and Bergen Counties. ^ 

While BOIARDO was in prison, the First Ward mob 
continued to function, and was operated by RALPH RUSSO, 
JERRY HUELO, and JOSEPH JDLIANO. This outfit was then 
engaged in the illicit alcohol business, hijacking, and 
were shklng down legitimate people in the City of Newark. 
They were in close contact with ANGELO ”Gyp” DE CARLO, 
and continued to function throughout the state. They 
also became very friendly with the Third Ward mob, 
controlled by ABNER "Longie" ZWILLMAN. 




About 1932, DOMINICK MAZ20CCHI, of the rival 
MAZZOCCHI mob, was found murdere^i^^^carin_Bellevil^, 

New Jersey. Some time later, 

F MALANGA, who had also been members .of 
ZOCCHI mob, were arrested for investigation of 
this crime. However, they were later released as no 
evidence could be found to link them with the killing. 

It was after this incident that^|BIH||||||||P|||||P||P|||||^ 
who had been close to MAZZOCHI, started to operate with 
BOIARDO. At about this same time, DILL7 ROSSI, a member 
of the MAZZOCCHI mob, was mixrdered in a tavern in Newark, 

New Jersey, by several unidentified men, and this murder 
was never solved. h ^ CL 

After BOIARDO 's release from the New Jersey 
State Prison, he returned to the First Ward and his operations 
there. He started to eliminate the persons who were in 
charge of the mob during the time he was confined and 
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it vas reported that tm@ compensated the persons in the 
First Ward who had been the victims of the mob by 
shakedowns. In 1934, JERRY RULLO was found murdered 
in the Borough of New Providence, New Jersey, and 
still later, JOSEPH JULIANO was found on Harvey Street 
in Newark, New Jersey, with gun-shot wounds. JULIANO 
lived hit was not permitted in the First Ward. The body 
of RALPH RUSSO was also found in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, 

a murder victim. Some time after BOIARDO's release 

from prison, ANGELO "Gyp" DE CARLO severed relations 
with him and became affiliated with another group 
located in Middlesex County, New Jersey.

The BOIARDO gang continued to operate until 
some time later, when their illicit alcoho l business c ame

In 1935, BOIARDO, being associated in all ^ 
business transactions with HENRY ABRAMS, entered into 
the Italian lottery business known as the "Rex B. " 

The "Rex B."- lottery was discontinued in 1943 
because the Italian players learned the humberswefe not 
being imported from Italy but were picked weekly by the 
organization. 




An article appeifeing in the December 2, 1939, 
issue of the "Newark Star ledger", a Neatrk daily newspaper, 
was captioned "Bohrdo Due for Trial in January". This 
article indicated that BOIARDO, who was described as a 
First Ward prohibition figure and kingpin of a bootlegging 
ring, was indicted in November, 1939, along with twenty-eight 
others by a Federal Gr^d Jury. He was charged with 
violation of the Alcohbl Tax laws by processing, selling 
and transporting illegal liquor and operating unregistered 














stills. The arrest reportedly smashed a bootlegging 
boom centering around Atlantic City, New Jersey. 

It was reported that in 1944, BOIARDO, SR. 
allegedly controlled and supervised all Negro vice activities 
in the First Ward of Newark, BOIARDO was supposed to 
have intentionally started a rumor that he would have 
nothing to do with prostitution. It was said that during 
1942, one of BOIARDO 's lieutenants named CASH was shot 
down in the streets of Newark because CASH had been 
collecting money from madams, pimps and prostitutes 
and had not turned the money over to BOIARDO. 

It was said that BOIARDO did not permit prostitution 
. in jthe_FjLrst Jfard jto^ a^ Allegedly, he personally 

beat up pimps who tried to operate in the First Ward, and 
he ordered them out of the area. 

It was also said that WILLIE MORETTI, deceased, 
former leader of. criminal activities in the Bergen 
County, New Jersey area, who was originally from the 
First Ward of Newark, was ordered out of the First 
Ward because of an interest in prostitution activity. 

Some question has arisen regarding BOIARDO ’s 
relations with the individual named CASH, inasmuch as 
subsequent information was developed indicating that 
one WILLIAM CASH, a well-known Negro in the Third Ward 
of Newark, attempted in 1940 to set up a gang to control 
Negro vice activity in conflict to the interest of 
ABNER "Longie" ZWILLMAN in that area. He is said to 
have told ZWILLMAN he wanted the Negro vice money to stay 
with the Negroes. Shortly thereafter he was shot on 
Washington Street, Newark, New Jersey. 

BOIARDO and his son are reported to have been 
active in selling Illicit alcohol in 1944 and reportedly 
quoted prices of $35 per five-gallo n can i n lo 
two-hundced gallons or more

sentences. BOIARDO remained unaffected 

and continued to carry on acxxve 
counterfdt gasoline ration stamps, 
floating crap games and general blackmarket activities. 

BOIARDO' s First Ward gang was reported in 
1945 to be furnishing large quantities of illicit 
alochol sold to the "Party Houses" in the Third Ward 
Negro Section of Newark. Alcohol, reefers, and women 
were reported to be available at these "Party Houses" 
at all hours of the day and night. The alcohol was 
purchased in five-gallon cans at $55 per can and was 
transported in trucks- from the First Ward to the Third 
Ward. Reportedly it was common practice to have wood 
peddlers deliver a can of alcohol in a bag completely 
covered over with split wood. 

Reportedly, the Howdy Club and the Dodgers 
Grill, two notorious hangouts in the Negro section of 
the Third Ward, were sources of illicit alcohol. These 
clubs, which were operated by two Italians, were said 
to be connected with BOIARDO* s First Ward organization. 
Blackmarket gasoline coupons being sold in the Third 
Ward during the war years were also reportedly furnished 
by BOIARDO' s gang. 

The problems created by BOIARDO' s encroachment 
in the Third Ward area were said to have been solved by 
a compromise between ZWILLUAN and BOIARDO. 


(NA) , Essex County Sheriff's 
Office, Newar k , New Jersey, advised in March. 1945. th 
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With the ending of World War II, blackmarket 
operations of BOIARDO*s organization ceased, but they 
were reported to continue operations in gambling and 
in the maintenance of illicit stills. 

It was reported in late 1946 that BOIARDO 
was turning over some of his racket interests to his 
son "TONY BOY*. 

During 1947, __it .was rumored that BOIARDO was 

gradually going into ret irment, although he kept absolute 
control of criminal activities in the First Ward. His 
son, "TONY BOY', was said to be more or less in control 
in BOIARDO' s absence. 

During 1948 and 1949 BOIARDO was reported to 
be recognized as head of the First Ward mob and continued 
to be active. 

Information was received in 1950 that BOIARDO 
was considered to be top man in the First Ward as far as 
power was concerned, but he was not directing activities 
with the iron hand which he formerly used. 


In 1950, it was again reported that BOIARDO 
was not especialli^ active and reportedly was retiring.

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In 1951, it was reported that BOIARDO still 
headed the First Ward mob, which consisted principally

In December, 1951, it was learned that BOIARDO 
was operating Harrison Fuel, Incorporated, 2 Passaic 
Street, Harrison, New Jersey, and that this concern 














secured business by means of "pressure" on customers 
who had no do Ice as to where they might purchase fuel 
oil; however, no evidence of strong-arm tactics could 
be developed. 

In 1952, it was reported that BOIARDO was 
no longer active to any extent in the rackets setup 
in the First Ward of Newark. His chief interest at 
that time appeared to be in Harrison Fuel, Incorporated. 
It was said that the "mob", meaning a close-knit 
organization, no longer existed in the First Ward as 
such. Most of the criminal activity there was carried 
on by individuals or small groups who were not organized 
in a strict sense. 

';u. Information developed in July, 1952, reflects 
that BOIARDO still maintained control of the gambling 
and bookmaking in the Newark and Harrison , New Jersey 
areas; while he was not active, underground characters 
operating in the First Ward still took their orders 
from him. 

In the latter part of 1952, it was reported 
that TONY BOY BOIARDO usually handled everything for 
his father in the way of direct contact for his gambling 
and other illegitimate activities.: It was learned that 

TONY BOY is not well liked in the First Ward and possibly 
would be disposed of after his father dies. 

It was learned in 1953 that TONY BOY BOIARDO 
was handling all the rackets for his father, but that 
the two were not on good terms because of TONY BOY’S 
wife of whom BOIARDO, SR. disapproved because she was 
a social climber. 

In December, 1953, it was said that BOIARDO 
still controlled the organization in the First Ward 
and was endeavoring to have his son, TONY BOY, succeed 
him. 

On May 3, 1955, the Newark Police Department, 
Sixth Precinct, obtained a warrant for the arrest of . 
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e news releases aia not connect TONY BOY 
with either of these two individuals , but he 
was always mentioned in the same news article. 

The police warrant charged T ONY BO 
with conspiracy to operate a lottery.

In 1952, it was learned that Harrison Fuel, 
Incorporated, was a hangout for BOIARDO, SR., BOIARDO, JR 
and their associates.
